RELIGION. 


OUR SAN FRANCISCO CORRESPONDENT 
AT A 
REVIVAL. 


Wbat She Thought of What She £aw- 
Seligious Excitement. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , January 28, 1882. 
As it was a week-day night I had no 
idea th a t a houseful would be called out 
by the revivalists who have lately come to 
us from the E ast via Sacram ento. 
B ut 
w hen we came to the doors we were w arned 
aw ay from tw o because those aisleB were 
full, and we were finally ushered under 
the gallery and fixed seats let dow n for ns 
and a num ber of other late comers. 
The 
pulpit was filled w ith a choir of ladies and 
gentlem en by far the m ost respectable part 
ef the audience, in appearance at least. 
I 
m ade th e tex t to b e : “ A nd th e door was 
sh u t.” 
Mr. W hittle, the evangelist, was 
speaking in a pleasing voice, and as he re ­ 
ferred to the gospel the m inisters near him 
industriously turned th e leaves of their 
Bibles, 
I noticed th a t during th e address 


IH E WORD HELL 
W as used bu t once, though it was often 
insinuated. 
By and by the people sung. 
I t was w ords and tune th at all knew, and 
as we sat way off to one side we could see 
whole pews in profile, m ouths opening and 
shutting in perfect tim e, and hundreds of 
cheeks sinking in and puffing out in tim e 
to each other. 
Looking at it in th a t way 
the people were not poetical. 
I whispered, 
“ This is not a dressy audience, is it ?” and 
received for an answer, “ I have always 
understood th a t your Jesus came for the 
tough crow d.” 
In one of the pews in our 
line I observed a sm ooth faced, complex- 
ionless youug man whose hair w ith great 
care had been draw n about his forehead 
alm ost to his eyebrows and held there 
w ith the palm of his hand w hile the ends 
were carefully brushed back. 
T he result 
was the w hitish p lat of hair upon his fore­ 
head which m ade him beautiful. 
H is com­ 
panion was a sw eet little bird of a girl 
about 17, and th e tw o had religion very 
bad. 
They held hands under the hymn- 
book and sang to g eth e r; they breathed 
together, listened together, smiled together, 
and by arid by he tucked his arm under 
hers and 


THEY P.OSE FOR PRAYERS TOGETHER. 
Ju s t then Mr. W hittle called out, “ You 
young man in th e gallery, you had b etter 
be praying for yourself instead of looking 
about to see who else rises for prayers,” 
and I plunged my face into m y handker­ 
chief, afraid of being caught myself. 
A 
m an near me rose and called out deter­ 
m inedly, “ P ray for me I” w hich elicited a 
pious “ God bless you, m y friend !” from 
the .revivalist. 
An individual, very much 
in heed of soap and w ater, came into view 
for an instant, and was gono. 
A woman 
stood holding a little girl by th e hand. The 
child looked w onderingly about her, and 
the woman was weepiDg, then in a moment 
th ey sank from sight. 
“ H ere’s another,” 
said Mr. W hittle fervently, “ and another, 
and another,” anil then while everybody 
was invited to pray his own little prayer 
by himself, th e song revivalists sang, “ I 
have never known you.” A silent attention 
fell upon th e bowed audience more im ­ 
pressive 
by 
far 
than 
any 
speak­ 
er 
had 
called 
forth. 
I t 
is 
al­ 
ways 
so. 
I 
have 
noticed 
it 
w ith 
m any assemblages. 
Music touches the 
hidden spring of emotion, especially if it 
be th e song of th e hum an voice, more 
surely than any other appeal can do. 
I 
have b e e n interested to observe th e differ­ 
ent revivalists as they succeeded one an­ 
other in San Francisco, and have seen how 
H am m ond moved one person, Sankey or 
M oody another, H arrison a th ird man, and 
now these people others. 
D id one try 
logic, another eloquence, and did logic con­ 
vince you and eloquence convince the man 
who sat n ext you 7 
N ot so ; th e sermons 
of each have been bu t a scries of anecdotes 
strung on a thread of talk, and I conclude 
th a t it is b u t th e different way each man 
has of telling a story th a t m akes him popu­ 
lar w ith one class of individuals. 
To be 
sure it is not exactly the same story, but 
they are all about th e same, and they are 
of the wicked man who cried out in his 
sins, th e little child who converted her 
father, the son who was saved by his 
m other’s prayers. 
And 


FROM DAY TO DAY 
They tell of th e cases of th e day before, 
giving reports, as it were, of th e tears shed, 
of the hearts in mourning, of tho heaving 
souls and the sighs sighed. Strange to say, 
these have a great effect. 
L et me imagine 
th a t a great and awful w eight of woe on 
account of my w ickedness suddenly de­ 
scends upon me, and I long, oh ! how I 
long to get rid of it. 
I say to myself, 
“ H ere is a man who has liad years of ex­ 
perience in such cases as mine, and perhaps 
be can tell me how to be happy again. 
I 
will, therefore, conquer my reserve ; I will 
tell him m y fears ; I will show him my 
h eart.” 
A nd I do so ; I hold a conversa­ 
tion w ith him —a conversation all filled 
w ith teare and stam m erings on my part, 
w itn dignified and kindly comfort on his. 
The next night how am I horrified to 
find m y case held up to view. 
“ She 
m et 
me 
on 
the 
stairw ay,” 
says 
th e preacher, and I see the audience Bitting 
in breathless interest, “ a woman well 
dressed, ju st as well dressed as you, my 
sister, who are dead to your sins, and with 
the tears stream ing over her cheeks and 
her voice broken w ith feeling, she said to 
me, clasping her hands as she did so, ‘ Mr. 
Moody, or Harrison, or W hittle, I do not 
see how I can be forgiven, but I w ant to be 
a Christian. 
Do you think there is hope for 
me ? 
M y life has been a good life enough, 
b ut I have been dead to C h ris t; can you 
help me a little along the way to him ? ’ ” 
I 
shrink and I shudder as I see myself held 
thus to prominence, the feelings I had 
thought so sacred peered into by the public 
eye, the conviction it had been such a 
world of effort to me to reveal told over to 
five hundred, and I see my own dissected 
and 
QUIVERING SOUL 
Exposed while the preacher stands by and 
calls upon every m an, woman and child to 
come and gaze. 
I th in k if it should hap­ 
pen as I have related it, I should waylay 
th a t man on the stairw ay again, and 1 
should p u t th e case to him ju st so, and as 
I had throw n aside reserve before, I should 
do it again. 
“ You have betrayed the 
m ost sacred confidence,” I w ould say to 
him ; " y o u have broken dowD my hope in 
your power to help. 
I am asham ed now 
th at I came to you so hum ble, so tearful, 
to open m y thoughts to you. 
W h at can 
you say to m ake this thing rig h t w ith your 
own conscience ?” 
W b at do you think, 
now ? 
W ould he see tho m atter as I saw 
it? 
N ot a t all. 
“ M y sister,” he would 
say, “ you are asham ed to have it known 
th a t you can be moved. 
You would like 
to sorrow in a respectable, q uiet way ; to 
be converted w ithout shocking your digni­ 
ty ; to keep right along w ithout show of 
any change ; so tender of yourself th a t you 
won’t give your neighbor the benefit of the 
trial through which you have pxBeed. W hy, 
the very m ention of your case will set a 
dozen others to thinking th a t if one well- 
dressed, educated, thoughtful woman is in­ 
quiring, it will not h u rt their dignity to do 
the same. 
You are of th eir class in life, 
and th eir sym pathy is w ith yon. 
You 
preach to them ; your influence is m ulti­ 
plied through me. 
Then I tsk e th e expe­ 
rience of Borne man—a boatm an, perhaps— 
and all the rough men w ithin sound of my 
tongue are in sym pathy w ith his case, and 
they eay, * I am like th a t man ; I will fol­ 
low his exam ple.’ 
M y dear lady, 


WE ARE ALL HUMAN, 
And nothing moves ns like human experi­ 
ence.” I say to the revivalist, “ W ell, 
that is true; I forgive you,” and I school 


myBelf to be held up quivering as I am 
dissected several tim es more w ithout wine- 
ing. 
I presum e this has happened, per­ 
haps many tim es, y et as I am not really 
the woman who intercepted the preacher 
on the stairw ay, I sim ply sit by and say to 
myself as I listen, “ H ow m arvelous th a t 
any one can be moved to experience relig­ 
ion by the recital of a lot of littls stories.” 
B ut 1 looked at the young man w ith the 
beautiful plat of tal low-colored hair on his 
forehead, aud his interest was painful and 
intense, so much so th at as near as I could 
judge his grip on th e little hand he held 
strengthened every moment, and I looked 
a t th e youtLful pair hand in hand in love 
and in religion till my m outh watered. 
MakiDg fun of them ? 
I assure you, n o ; I 
was glad to see them having such a good 
tim e, and I would have piled up their hap­ 
piness if I could, and m ade them tighter 
still in bonds. 
B u t 1 believe it w ouldn’t 
have been possible. T he last I saw of them 
he was halLway' 


HUGGING HER 
In the vestibule, under pretense of p utting 
on her shawl. 
I also caught sight of m y 
doughnut man listening to the stories, very 
m uch impressed, if I judge by his m outh 
and eyes, all of which were opened wide 
enough to take ia good-sized pieces of his 
ware.

The allegation 
was that during the progress of the trial the 
paper had been read by or to the jury. 
I t 
bore on the margin w hat purported to he the 
signatures of four of the jurors. 
The jurors 
deny that they saw any newspapers, or put 
their names upon any newspaper during tha 
timo they were impaneled. 
This raised an is­ 
sue of fact,which was very im portant to be de­ 
termined, and was not m atter th at the Court 
could determine on ex parte affidavits. 
The 
jury adm itted th at during the time they were 
impaneled they gave their autograph to va­ 
rious persons, and he thought it might be 
im portant tn at he should have an opp rtuni- 
tv to cross-examine the men in that connec­ 
tion, to determine whether the signature? 
upon the newspaper were genuine. 
The full 
names of two of the jurors were on the paper. 
The D istrict A ttorney said one of them was 
spelled wrong.

WHO 
DID IT ? 
It appears that a Mr. McBride has writ­ 
ten a paper for the International Review, 
in which, according to a dispatch, he 
“ dissipates the popular delusion” that the 
fertility and reclamation of the Salt Lake 
Valley are due to the industry of the Mor­ 
mons. Tim is a very tantalizing state­ 
ment, because so far as is known it is 
impossible that the fertilization referred to 
should have been the work of any other 
than the Mormons, unless it was done by 
the Indians. Possibly Mr. McBride adopts 
the boldly, original v'd eminently start­ 
ling hypothesis that the Salt Lake Valley 
was made to “ blossom like the rose” by 
Indians who had disguised themselves as 
Mormons. We know that when emigrants 
used to cross “ the plains,” they were 
sometimes attacked by what they asserted 
to be Mormons disguised a3 Indians. 
Perhaps, however, on these occasions the 
Indians were only returning to first princi­ 
ples, and perhaps they were the real and 
only Mormons. 
We confess that there 
are difficulties about this theory which 
increase the more we reflect upon it, but 
we cannot understand how Mr. McBride 
can successfully “ dissipate the popular 
“ delusion” in the premises, unless he falls 
back upon the Utes and their congeners in 
the manner suggested. 


THE AUaTRlAN CAMPAIGN. 
The accounts explain the Herzegovina 
rising in a perfectly intelligible manner. 
It appears that the Austrians, having 
11 occupied ” Herzegovina for a couple of 
years, and concluding that it was time to 
aband >n that pretense, and time to take 
possession of the country formally, under­ 
took to mark its intention of annexation 
by including the Herzegovinians in the 
conscription. This, tf course, was in fact 
putting the people of the occ j j icd territory- 
under Austrian laws, and claiming them 
as Austrian subjects. It wa«, in short, an 
outrage of the mo3t abominable character, 
and it fully justified the uprising which 
followed it. But as Austria has never been 
authorized to do this, and as it is in direct 
contravention of the Treaty of Berlin, it 
is at least surprising that the signatory 
powers do not int.-i fere to protect the 
people of Uerzegovina, who are thus being 
dragooned into the Austrian service in the 
most tyrannical «ay. Certainly the houses 
of Hapsburgh and Hohenzollern are lay­ 
ing up for themselves terrible retribution 
in the future. 


TEE FRENCH FI 4AKCIAL CRISIS. 
A dispatch received yesterday in New, 
York stated that the Union Generale of 
Paris had stopped payments, that the 
Bank of Belgium had advanced its rate of 
discounts from 7 to 9 per cent., and that 
the London money market was depressed. 
The suspension of the Union Generale is 
an event which it is to be feared will pre­ 
cipitate a general collapse in the Paris 
Bourse, and if, as now appears, the united 
efforts of the leading financial houses have 
failed to prevent this suspension, a very 
serious condition of things must be appro 
bended. The LTnion Generale is an insti­ 
tution which has had a phenomenal career, 
and which has strikingly illustrated the 
combined audacity and recklessness of 
modern financial enterprises. The specu­ 
lative fever of which the culmination has 
now occurred, was the natural result of a 
long period of the most careful and rigid 
frugality and industry. The French peo 
pie were much sobered by the war with 
Germany-, and when the financial losses of 
that conflict became known the whole na­ 
tion at once and voluntarily set itself to 
repair the disaster. The consequence was 
an era of unprecedented thrift. Every­ 
one was iavibg and every one was 
working. 
Production and the accu­ 
mulation 
of 
capital went 
on 
at 
an unexampled rate, and in seven years the 
country had not only extricated itself from 
its most pressing difficulties, but had 
stored up an immense amount of surplus 
capital. When this state of things was 
realized the usual inclination for specula' 
tion began to be exhibited. At such times 
the enterprising projector, whose name is 
Legion, brings forward the seductive 
undertakings which he has been obliged to 
put away during the period of depression, 
and he at once finds it very easy to 
“ exploit” his schemes. Then, too, come 
the engineers, with their new railway-, tele­ 
graph and canal systems, their irrigation 
works and their manifold means of invest 
ing capital. On the heels of these are 
the financial calculators, who have a thou­ 
sand plans for making money earn twenty, 
thirty, fifty, or a hundred per cent. All 
these proposals are embodied in the most 
adroit and alluring language, and sub­ 
mitted to the public with consummate in 
genuity. 
And the public invariably invest. 
What can they do when everybody is talk­ 
ing about “ booms ” in everything ; when 
visions of financial prosperity- are being 
everywhere recounted ; when they see that 
the first timid tentative efforts are rewarded 
with such splendid returns ? The fever 
rises. The lust of sudden wealth spreads 
over the whole community. This was how 
it began, as far back as 1S78, in France, 
and the Union Generale Bank was the 
great focus of the new gambling spirit. 
It was conducted in that magnificent way 
which Í3 so taking to the average mind. 
In 1879 it increased its deposits of 22,000, 
000 francs to 02,000,000 francs, and paid 13 
per cent, dividends. Next year it doubled 
its stock, earned nearly a hundred per cent, 
on its paid-up capital, and distributed a 
dividend of 32 per cent. Encouraged by 
this run of good fortune it again doubled 
its nominal capital in 18S1 ; it extended its 
operations to Austria and Hungary ; and 
its stock rose from 960 at the end of 1SS0 
to 3000 in November, 1881. By that time, 
however, it had made many powerful ene 
mieB, and it had weakened itself by en­ 
gaging in all kinds of contracts for public 
works and mining operations in distant 
countries. 
A3 to the real condition of 
those investments it is of course impossible 
to say anything at present. All that it is 
necessary to understand is that by engag­ 
ing in them the bank crippled its resources, 
and has been rendered unable to survive a 
panic which demanded immediate realiza­ 
tion upon its securities. 
The panic once started, has gone the 
usual course. It has probably been pre­ 
cipitated by an attack upon the Union 
Generale, which was intended, not to 
break the bank, but to chaDge its cont.-ol- 
ing influences. As has often occurred be­ 
fore, this attack has had wider results 
than were anticipated. The general situa­ 
tion has been growing critical for some 
time. The wave of speculation had spent 
itself, and the reaction was about to set 
in. At such a juncture any indication of 
weakness in the financial institution which 
had previously upheld the whole market 
was almost necessarily fatal. After the 
Union Generale had begun to totter there 
was a desperate attempt to prop it up ; but 
the impulse had been given, the less robust 
institutions which had been leaning upon 
it fell at once, and since then the panic has 
only been rendered slower in its course, 
but has not been really checked, by the 
efforts of the financiers who, when it was 
too late, sought to stem the current. The 
Rothschilds on Sunday agreed, with other 
leading bankers, to advance S50.000.000 
francs in order to save the situation, but 
this relief appears to have come too late, 
and now that the Union Generale has 
stopped payment it must be expected that 
there will be a general collapse in the 
money market. 
In these days of general and rapid inter­ 
communication, a financial panic is never 
wholly confined to one country. The Union 
Generale has connections all over Europe, 
and is doubtless more or less involved with 
American houses. We have already seen 
how the London Stock Exchange has re­ 
sponded to the flurry on the Bourse, and 
the Berlin and Vienna aad Hamburg 
money-markets are equally sensitive, 
while that of New York cannot escape the 
downward tendency, even though it should 
avoid serious loss. It has been intimated 
that American securities might find even a 
broader market than usual because of these 
events, but experience proves that when a 
long period of excessive speculation is 
brought to a close in this way-, there is a 
destruction of capital which for the time 
being impoverishes the whole world, and 
that no commercial country can hope to 
come off Ecot free in such an emergency. 
The French financial panic is bad for 
France, though by stopping wild specula­ 
! tion it will eventually lead to a better con. 
dition of things. But at such moments 
the sudden decline of public confidence in 
. all investments always canses much suffer­ 
ing and entails great sacrifices. Even the 
most substantial securities then become 
¡ worthless, and houses which have held up 
their heads f . r generations may be over­ 
whelmed by the lack of ability to realize 
upon their property instantly. It Í3 to be 
! hoped that the French financial situation 
may prove better than we anticipate, but 
the indications are certainly not of a kind 
to encourage any hope that the panic will 
be ephemeral or merely partial. 


The 
interpretation of this, of course, is that 
Bismarck must not suppose Italy will con­ 
sent to his proposal for an international 
Congress -to consider the condition of the 
Pope. The King of Italy gives it to be 
understood that so long a3 the Pope re­ 
mains in Italy he must be an Italian 
subject, and that Italy will not allow 
either Germany or any other power to 
dictate to her how she shall treat her 
own subjects. This is a very resolute 
and at the same time a very jnst atti­ 
tude, and as the King of Italy now pos­ 
sesses an army of some half a million 
men, with all suitable munitions and 
equipments, and as the discipline of the 
Italian army is said to be very high, and 
its general condition formidable, we have 
no doubt that Bismarck will take to heart 
a warning so clear, that unless he is care­ 
ful he will drive Italy into the arms of 
Fracee, notwithstanding the Tunis ques­ 
tion. Iu short the King of Italy desires it 
to be understood that he Í3 not disposed to 
let his kingdom be played with by the 
German Chancellor, in order to improve 
bis relations with the Vatican. 


ITALY TO GERMANY 
The King of Italy at the beginning of 
the year t:ok a position which makes it 
clear that he has determined not to be 
bnllied by Bismarck. 
In receiving the 
Chambers on New Year’s Day, he took oc­ 
casion to observe that the Italian Govern­ 
ment was firmly resolved not to permit the 
j slightest discussion about the internal af- 


CHILE AND PERU. 
Mr. Blaine thinks that Chile ought to 
have been stopped in her work of devour­ 
ing Peru, and intimates that if his instruc­ 
tions to Trescott had not been counter­ 
manded, this would have beenaccomplished. 
But Mr. Blaine does not state how this 
was to have been done, and unfortunately 
the public cannot conceive of its practica­ 
bility in the absence of some new light 
upon the matter. The Chilean Govern­ 
ment of conrse understands perfectly well 
that the United States could do nothing 
but expostulate in the case. It Í3 folly 
aware that we have not the means of 
armed intervention. 
What, therefore, 
could have been the use cf assuming a 
truculent tone, and of hinting at what it 
might become necessary to do should Chile 
refuse to bear reason V The conrse of Chile 
towards Peru has unquestionably been 
harsh and greedy in the extreme, and it 
might have been thought justifiable for a 
powerful Government to interfere in the 
interests of justice and humanity. But 
unfortunately we are not iu a position to 
take upon ourselves any responsibilities 
of that kind. We have no navy, and 
in the event of war wo should be 
at the mercy of even so feeble a power as 
Chile. This is no secret. It is as well 
understood at Santiago as at Washington, 
in fact. And for this reason it seems 
extraordinary that Mr. Blaine should 
undertake to maintain the wisdom of -his 
instructions to Trescott, or the possible 
success of the line he then took. He was 
in truth trying to do, in the absence of the 
necessary means, what could only have 
been practicable with those means. H 
was, to speak vulgarly, tryiüg a “ bluff 
game ” on Chile, and under circumstances 
which made its failure a foregone conclu­ 
sion. It is possible that Mr. Blaine may 
have chafed against the constraints of his 
position. A patriotic and generous spirited 
man must feel uncomfortable at the head 
of the State Department when lie realizes 
that his country ought to take an attitude 
which at the same time he knows to be 
impossible to her. When Russia threat­ 
ened to occupy Constantinople during the 
war with Turkey, England instantly sent 
an iron-clad fleet into the Bosphorus. 
Tnat wa3 a step the significance of 
which the Czir was able to appre­ 
ciate fully. But if England bad not pos­ 
sessed that fleet, it is very probable that 
Constantinople might have been under 
Muscovite rule to-day. Now the United 
States is without a fleet, and therefore 
cannot enforce its demands upon any 
foreign government; and since it cannot 
enforce its demands, the only way for it to 
save its dignity is to abstain from making 
such demands. Mr. Blaine appears to 
have acted impulsively, and no doubt from 
a good motive, but it is none the less evi 
dent that he had assumed a most unten 
able position, and that he would have 
been obliged to retreat from it in any 
event. There is, however, one curious and 
as yet unexplained circumstance in the 
case. We refer to Mr. Blaine’s positive 
statement that President Arthur indorsed 
the original instructions to Trescott. If 
that is the ease—and it seems impossible 
to doubt it—the President must have 
changed his views with remaikable sud­ 
denness and completeness, to say the least. 


BERRY LEGISLATING. 
Congressman Berry has introduced a bill 
of quite an ambitions character. He is 
going to settle the whole question of Presi­ 
dential intrigues by providing that no per­ 
son elected President shall be eligible for 
re-election. He also undertakes to stop 
up another hole by providing that Cabinet 
officers shall be ineligible for election to the 
Presidency for the term following that 
during which they hold office. To comfort 
the poor Presidents who are thus forbidden 
to log-roll for a second term, the}- are each 
to have a retiring pension of $6,000. This 
is Mr. Berry’s idea of the matter. We are 
inclined to think that it will not commend 
itself to the sense of Congress, however. 
The proposition to affix a stigma upon high 
offices is no doubt ingenious, but scarcely 
practical. It would be difficult to show 
why a President should be bound over to 
keep the political peace in the way pro­ 
posed, or why a Cabinet officer should be 
compelled to follow Wolsey’s advice, aad 
renounce ambition. The objection most 
likely to be made to Mr. Berry’s bill, how­ 
ever, is that it is unconstitutional, though, 
perhaps, as a Democrat, he would not re­ 
gard that as a serious drawback.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE.- 


T E E 
W EATHER. 


Jam es A . Barwick, Sergeant Signal Corps, 
U . S. A., furnishes the foil)wing regarding 
the w eather: The night of the 29 .h and 30th 
I put my extra minimum thermometer upon 
the tin roof of the signal building, to see 
w hat the difference was between the tem pera­ 
ture of the air during the night and the tem ­ 
perature of the tin roof. 
The lowest reached 
by my minimum thermometer in the instru­ 
ment shelter wa» 32°; the lowest point the 
one on the roof reached was 18°, or 14° belcw 
the freezing point. 
The therm om eter was 
covered so thick with frost th at at 8 o’clock 
A. M. I had to scratch it off w ith my finger 
nail to be able to record the reading. 
The 
following is the tem perature observed during 
the day by a thermometer on the roof in the 
sun and the thermometer in the instrum ent 
shelter in the shade : 8 A M., in the shade, 
36°; 8 A. M„ on the roof (the therm om eter in 
the shade and the whole of it covered with 
froBt), 29°; 12 M., in the shade, i7° ; 12 M , on 
the roof (in the sun), 70 ; 2 P. M , in the 
shade, f>T ; 2 P. M . in the sun, 82° ; 3 P. ii , 
in the shade, 55°; 3 P. M., in the sun, 74°; 4 
p. M , in the shade, 54°; 4 r. St., in the sud, 
64°. 
I t will be sien th at the highest tem per­ 
ature in the sun was, at 2 P. M., 82°, while 
the highest in tha shade did not occur until 3 
p. i t , 55°. 
The reason for this is explained 
by Professor Loomis as follows : “ The high­ 
est tem perature of the day should occur 
when the amount of heat Inst each instant 
by radiation is jü3t equal to the heat received 
from tha sun. 
Before midday the earth re­ 
ceives front the sun more heat than it loses 
bv radiation, and 
its 
temperature rises. 
A fter noon the earth receives each instant 
from the sun less heat than it did a t noon, 
but the heat received is still greater than 
th at which it loBt by radiation; hence the 
maximum takes place some time after noon. 
D urirg the night we receive no direct heat 
from tho sun, and the earth cools by radia 
tion. 
The lowest tem perature should occur 
when the heat received each instant from the 
returning sun is just equal to the loss by 
radiation. 
This occurs about an hour before 
sunrise.” 
- 
. 
I t will be seen by m y observations that the 
heat of the suu began to decline, while the 
heat in the shade w ai increasing and in­ 
creased 3° in au hour, while the sun’s heat 
was decreasing and had decreased 8° during 
the h o u r; showing, as Professor L~>omis save, 
th at the heat of the direct rays of the sun de­ 
crease after nooo, while the temperature of 
the earth iccreises, and as the air resting on 
the earth is heated both by the direct rays of 
tha sun and by the heat radiant from the 
earth, it Ls v:ry plain to be seen th at a ther­ 
mometer iu the shade would rise for some time 
after a thermometer in the sun had begun to 
fa ll 
I t would be a very interesting experi­ 
m ent to place a therm..meter on the grass and 
have others above that, at different lengths, 
to show the differeuoe in the tem perature dur­ 
ing the night. The experiment would be very 
much more interesting if it wa3 taken during 
a long spell of northeily winds, and then dar­ 
ing the prevalence of the southerly winds ; 
and still more interesting data could be ob­ 
tained by having two thermometers near each 
other a t each elevation, one kept dry and the 
other wet, thereby ascertaining thedew poiut 
and relative hum idity at each elevation dur­ 
ing the night.

CAPITOL IMPROVEMENTS, 


During the past few months a great deal cf 
work hcs been done in the Capitol building, 
th at has the effect of much improving the 
appearance of several of the rooms, which 
heretofore have been quite shabby under the 
application of repeated whitewashings. 
I t is 
certain th at it was a false economy to ever 
have whitened the walls of th at building, and 
this is made clearly evident by a glance at 
the work now being done, which is as differ­ 
ent from mere whiteniDg as the finish of a 
fence is from th at of a parlor. 
As the rooms 
are now being finished, they will not require 
to be whitened annually, as heretofore, and 
will probably not need to be retouched of- 
tener than oace in seven or eight years, and 
the workmen say even ten years. 
A t least the 
walls will not grow annually yelljw anddingy. 
as heretofore, nor will they, in their present 
soft tints and with their smooth and even 
finish, gather the dust and dirt. 
To look for 
a momeDt now at one of the newly finished 
rooms, and then to enter the beautiful legis­ 
lative chambers, and see their smoked and 
yellowish walls, the result of accumulated 
coats of whitewash, or other like preparation, 
and of dust, smoke and gS3 discoloration, is 
to have a most striking contrast presented 
to the eye. 
I t has, say the watchmen who 
escort visitors from abroad about the building, 
been almost the unanimous exclamation ou 
their part, when viewing the Senate and As­ 
sembly chambers. 
W hat a pity such superb 
rooms should have such unsightly walls.” 
Mr. Jones, one of the day-watchmen, says that 
so common has this kind of expression be­ 
come, th at now, when he ushers visitors into 
the roomc, he immediately begins to explain 
that the walls are unfinished. 
The Secretary 
of State says th at the improvements made in 
the wall-finish of some of the offices will not 
be carried out iu the legislative chambers 
now, or at all, unless the people, as repre­ 
sented in the Legislature, shall direct, because 
the fund available ¡3 not sufficient to w arrant 
the work being undertaken. 
In the rooms 
repaired as referred to, the walls were first 
thoroughly washed and scraped clean of the 
whitening and calcimining of past years and 
rubbed down perfectly smooth. 
They wers 
then tinted in tints most likely to last a long 
time, and these were put on in the best Btyle 
of the art as now Dracticad. 
In the Con­ 
trollers office, the office of the Superintend­ 
ent of State Printing, and in the office of the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, there has been 
no fresco finish attem pted, but only the 
plainest tinting, with a bare suggestion of 
finish in detail along the cornice. 
B ut even 
with th¡3 strict economy of material and 
labor, the rooms are so improved th at they 
are tcvicjly recognizable as t.he same rooms 
the visitor at the Capitol has been accustomed 
to see. 
Iu the Governor’s office more elab­ 
oration has been entered upon and some very 
handsome tinting contrasts along the cornices 
and moldings have been secured. 
In the 
office of the Secretary of State, however, be­ 
cause there rooms are most visited, there has 
been more of finish iu detail and a more 
liberal exercise of the fresco painters’ art. 
Tho inner office of the State D epartm ent is, 
indeed, finished elab irately, and is superior 
to any work of the kind in th8 city. 
This 
elaboration, however, has been confined to 
the ceiling, moldings, and cornice exclusively. 
The offices of the Attorney-General, the 
Surveyor General, and Superintendent of 
Public Inetruction, have been tinted and 
finished much like those first described. 
No 
ether rooni3 will be treated in this manner. 
Tne tinting and frese iog has been done 
under the supervision of Mr. Lanphere. The 
fresco work is the result of the skill of the 
O’Neil Bros. 
AU the improvements have 
been carried out by direction of Secretary of 
State Burns, as Superintendent of the Cap­ 
itol building.

United States Senate. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 30th.—The bill for 
m public building a t Peoiia was reported 
favorably. 
. 
Edmunds, from the J udiciary Committee, 
reported favorably the bill re-establishing the 
A labam a Claims Commission and for dis­ 
tributing general awards. 
Consideration of the funding bill was then 
resumed. 
Pugh’s proposed 
amendments were ac­ 
cepted by Vest as modifications of his propo­ 
sition. 
The question was upon the amendment 
offered by Hawley, allowing banks to retire 
their bonds deposited 
for circulation in 
am ounts not over $5,000,000 per year, only 
open to 30 days’ notice. 
, 
The discussion wa3 confined to M orrill’s 
fourth section of the A ct of 187-1, which the 
amendment of Vest repeals, and Sections 
5157 and 5160 of the revised statutes, which 
it re-enacts. 
The first mentioned allows any national 
bank to deposit United States notes to the 
amount of the bonds it seeks to withdraw, 
and thereupon to withdraw its bonds and re- 
dues its circulation, and requires it to have 
$50,000, instead of one-third of its capital, on 
deposit with the Treasurer, irrespective of the 
am ount of its capital. 
The section of the re­ 
vised statutes revives the p!d law requiring 
one-third of the capital of a bank to be held 
by the Treasury in United States bonds, pro­ 
hibiting the deposit of greenbacks in lieu of 
bonds, and further requiring the back seek­ 
ing to reduce its circulation to deposit its own 
notes, the latter feature being the one in­ 
sisted upon in the discussion as preventing a 
combination of banka from contracting cur­ 
rency arbitrarily, and without notice. 
Before action was reached, Hawley got the 
floor, the Senate w rnt into executive cession, 
and soon after adj turned. 
llo are or re p re se n tativ es. 
W a sh in g t o n , January 30th.—The follow­ 
ing bills were introduced:

Berry — Proposing a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting State Legislatures 
from voting on ratification of constitutional 
amendments except at the regular session 
held following th e elections of the more 
numerous branch of the State Legislature ; 
also, to regulate railroad faree. [It makes it 
unlawful for any railroad company to charge 
fare for the transportation o f passengers in 
excess of the 
following rates per m ile: 
U nder 100 miles, 4£ cents; over 100 and 
under 300 miles, 4 cents ; ovsr 300 miles, 3 i 
cents.] 
By Cobb— Repealing all laws granting 
lands to certain railroad companies, and de­ 
claring the right and interest of such railroad 
companies and States to said lands forfeited. 
[The bill relates to a large number of rail­ 
roads, including the A tlantic and Pacific, 
Texas Pacific and Northern Pacific, and was, 
after a contest as to proper reference, referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary by a vote of 
161 to 58 ] 
Also, proposing a constitutional amend­ 
m ent giving retiring Presidents $6,000 per 
annum pension, and making them and the 
C abinet officers ineligible for election to the 
Presidency for the term following that daring 
which they had office. 
By Phelps—An apportionment bill fixing 
the number at 247.

W a s h in g t o n , January 30th.—An import­ 
ant bill to prevent the unlawful occupation 
of public lands wa3 to-day introduced in 
the House of Rsoresentatives by Congress­ 
men Berry and Pacheco, the measure pre­ 
sented by them being identical in terms as 
well as in purpose. 
The bill provides that 
the occupation or tnclosqre of any- tract of 
surveyed or unsurveyed public land in larger 
quantities than authorized by law shall not 
prevent entry thereon by any one duly quali­ 
fied, and intending in good faith to acquire 
title under the pre-emption and homestead 
laws, and such occupation shall be held 
valid only for 
such a 
lesser qaauii.y 
as the 
occupants 
are entitled 
to take 
up under the existing land laws, on condition 
th at within ten days after writing the de­ 
mand they shall designate the meter and 
bounds of snob lesser quantity by well- 
defined mark». The bill next provides that 
in case of neglect or refusal to do so, all such 
occupants shall be dee me i dispossessed, and 
the whole tract may be entered on by per­ 
sons duly qualified and intending in good 
faith to do s ), and any person who by force 
or threats shall prevent an entry on such uu- 
inclnsed tract, such offenders shall be pun­ 
ished by a fine not exceeding $503, or impris­ 
onment not exceeding six months, or both. 
Representative Page recently received from 
an attorney for settlers in the Moquelumne 
grant a draft of a bill for their relief, which, 
in view of the great importance of the inter­ 
ests inv lved. he subm itted to the Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office, with a re­ 
quest for a critical examination, to ascertain 
whether its provisions were drawn with suffi­ 
cient care, and whether its enactment would 
result beneficially to the settlers. 
Upon re­ 
ceipt of Commissioner M cFarland’s reply, be 
has to day introduced it in the House of Re¡ - 
resentative3. 
I t provides th at all actual 
settlers upon laud3 lying within the limita of 
the rejected Moquelumnes grant, as defined 
by the official survey of said ranch made 
in 1879 by direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior, shall be authorized to enter the 
lands respectively claimed by them under the 
homestead and pre-emption laws, and to re­ 
ceive patents 
therefor 
from the U nited 
States, and to have the time required to per­ 
fect their titles computed from the dates of 
their original settlement. 
Commissioner Mc­ 
Farland^ in his letter to Congressman Page, 
remarks th at all actual settlers on lands 
within the limits of the Moquela, which have 
not been patented to the railroad company, 
are now-permitted to perfect their titles to the 
lands claimed by them ; but as he understands 
the law to be intended for the relief of set­ 
tlers on lands which have been erroneously 
patented to the railroad c mpany, he proceeds 
to Btate what action has been taken by the 
D epartm ent in regard to this m atter. 
I t 
appears th at two lists, comprising all the 
lands so patented, were famished by the Gen- 
W»! Land Offic3 to the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior in February and July, 1879, and were

Commissioner M cFarland continued as fol­ 
lows : U pon the representation of a large 
num ber of settlers within the claim limits of 
said ranche, th at the east boundary of the 
same, as surveyed and located in 1879, was 
not located sufficiently far east, the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, by letter of October 20, 
1881, upon the recommendation of this office, 
directed th at a disinterested and competent 
person be instructed to make a survey of the 
east line of the alleged grant a t sb early a 
date as practicable, in order th at the same 
m ight be produced, if required, on the trial 
of the caso for setting aside said patents, 
now pending in the U nited States Circuit 
Court 
for 
California. 
B y 
a 
letter 
from this office of November 2, 1881, a copy 
of the Secretary’s letter was transm itted to 
the U nited States Surveyor-General at San 
Francisco, w ith instructions to carry the 
same into effrct. 
No report of the survey 
ha.H yet been received from th at officer. 
I 
think th at your proposed bill should be 
pissed, and th at the suits should be prose­ 
cuted to a final decree. 
The Supreme Court, in the case of New- 
liall vs. Sanger, h ell th at the lands in ques­ 
tion did not pass under the railroad grant, 
but it did not in terms annul the patents ;

W a s h in g t o n , January 30;b.—Still much 
concern is felt by the President and the Sec­ 
retary of State over the immediate result of 
Trescott’d action in South America. 
U p to 
yesterday, no replies were received from him 
acknowledging the receipt of the two tele­ 
grams of January 3d and 4th, which were dis­ 
patched by way of Europe, and which were 
designed to show him th at a complete change 
of policy had been adopted by the President. 
These telegrams were sent as most urgent 
m atter, and every precaution was taken to in­ 
sure their prom pt forwarding and delivery. 
The days succeeding the sending of those tele­ 
grams were days of great anxiety. 
After the 
4th, no reply having been received, the Secre­ 
tary of State sought a personal interview 
with the Chilean M inister here, to impress 
upon him in an informal ta lc that the Presi­ 
dent had no policy in regard to tho pending 
troubles between Chile and Peru beyond the 
exercise of the gocd offices of the U nited 
States, im partially and in the most friendly 
spirit taw ard both nations, and solely for the 
purpose of bringing about p-ace. 
Both the 
President and Secretary of State, after care­ 
fully examining the instructions to ’Prescott, 
were impressed with the belief th at if they 
were executed iu the temper in which they 
were written, wo were on the tiire-hold of 
war with Chile. 
They further believed th at 
only by prom pt and decided action could 
trouble be averted. 
The frank conference 
with the Chilean M inister was for tho pur­ 
pose of adding greater certainty to the de­ 
sired avoidance of the first stage of the 
tronble. 
The anxiety now is lest Trescott, before he 
receives the new advices sent to him, may 
have taken some decisive step under the first 
instructions, which will lead to an open rup­ 
ture of diplomatic relations.

publication of this Government’s real motive 
and purpose, as shown in the recent instruc­ 
tions, and by the conference with the Chilean 
Minister, at”which a good understanding was 
reached.
